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Cook County Car Sales 
Drop in October; Total 
For 9 Months Tops 1925

HICAGO, Nov. 13.—October new car registrations in 
Cook county showed a decline of 658 compared with the 


same month iast year. 


It was the first month 
year that registrations were not 
ahead of 1925. Tradesmen account 
for the slump by the fact that Oc- 
tober weather was 
for the most part. Indian summer 
was not much in evidence during 
the thirty-one days. That weather 
is a factor is proved by thee in- 
creased sales for the first week in 
November, when sunshine epre- 
vailed. It is stated that sales since 


the first of this month are even 
better than those for the first two 
weeks in October. 

No gloom marks the business 
recession of last month, however, 
as sales for the first nine months 
of 1926 were in excess of the en- 
tire twelve months of last year. 
The falling off in October from 
September was 1,861 cars. The 
October slump was not confined 
to any one line. 

For the first time in several 
years Buick enjoyed the distinction 
of leading the field. It ran up a 
total of 521, with registrations of 
350 master sixes and 171 standards. 
Ford not only showed a marked 
decline from September, but had 
only a comparatively small lead 
over Chevrolet for second place. 
Ford registrations were 480, com- 
pared with 921 for September, 
while Chevrolet had 432 for Octo- 
ber, 1926. 

It was a noticeable fact that 
the low and medium priced cars 
showed the largest declines.

N several occasions The Automotive Daily News has 
O called attention to the injustice worked on automobile 
dealers, finance companies and others who sell or lease cars 
by confiscation proceedings which are taken under the 
prohibition law. A case of this kind has recently come up, 
wherein the remarks of the judge point out so plainly the 





injustice of the whole proceeding that we are quoting them | 


at some length. 


The case in question came up in Hustings Court at Rich-|

ble-for the uses to which the vehicles in which they were 
interested were put by the buyers or renters. 


“You people should know the general reputation 
of persons you sell automobiles to, and I mean to 
make it so hard for those who sell to bootleggers, 
with the idea of reclaiming the car if it should be 
seized, that it will be unprofitable to continue the 
practice,” said Judge Mathews m rendering his deci- 
sion. He continued:— 

“The bootlegging activity has gotten to be a 
regular business and the reputation of a prospective 
purchaser can be easily learned, if an investigation 
is made before the purchase is completed. 

“Another thing: there is a clause in the pur- 
chase contract, when deferred payments are ar- 
ranged, which provides that the dealer can take the 
car back as soon as he learns it is being used for un- 
lawful purposes, and this court will have no patience 
with persons who wait until the car is confiscated 
before seeking to reclaim it.” 

It would be an easy matter to treat this as judicial com- 
edy from the “sticks,” but we doubt that automobile dealers 
and finance companies who are unfortunate enough to be 
doing business in Richmond find anything funny in the pro- 
nouncement. -The implied suggestion that each dealer, 
finance company and renter should form a detective bureau 
to see that every customer conforms to the righteous ideals 
of this judge is flattering to the financial standing of the 
Richmond automobile merchants. Perhaps they can afford 
it. Most automotive merchants cannot. 

The doctrine which makes the merchant responsible for 
the character of his customer is an extremely dangerous one. 
It is doubtful whether the merchant has any right to inquire 
into the morals of a buyer. Counsel told the court in this 
present case that it is a dangerous thing to refuse credit 
because some one says that the prospective buyer is suspected 
of being a bootlegger, or that he actually is. There is danger 
of a libel suit. One such suit is pending in Richmond at 
this time. 

The prohibition development in this country has placed 
the United States in the position of confiscating without 
return the businesses of a great many law-abiding citizens. 
It has endeavored on a number of occasions to force the 
government into the business of wholesale poisoning of citi- 
zens. Apparently there are no limits to which prohibitionists 
will not go in the promotion of their favorite lunacy. Unless 
automobile dealers, finance companies and their ilk fight, 
fight, fight, it is quite possible that they may, in many sec- 
tions of the country, find themselves saddled with this doc- 
trine of responsibility for the behavior of their customers. 

In the meantime we would like to recommend to Judge 
Mathews of Virginia a reading of Lewis Carroll’s “Alice in 
Wonderland” and “Alice Through the Looking Glass.” In 
one of them he will find the account of a trial, from which 
possibly he may get some helpful suggestions.

Charlotte, N. C., Nov. 13.—As the 
dust of the American automobile 
championship sprint races settled 
over the Charlotte track here 
Thursday evening, four badly bat- 
tered world’s racing records crip- 
pled into oblivion.
